In the firſt. place, I ſhall give you.the True Preſgge of 
78:u Hilton, who was himſelf a Friar by Profeſſion z He Pro- 
phecied, that much about the Year, one thouſand five hun- 
dred and ſixteen (which was at the ſametime when Lyther 
began to Declare himfelfagainſt the Church of Rome) the 
Myttery of Ungodlineſs would begin to be Diſcovered, and 
the Son of Righteouſneſs ſhine forth in the Truth of the 
Goſpel, and that Popery would atthar time finde in Gere 
many and in other parts of Chriftendome a general Declen- 
fion ; which Prophecy was by\Martin Lyther, who flouriſhed 
in thoſe times moſt undoubredly fulfilled. 

But the Teſtimony of Fohn Hug, who being condemned

Of the Parentage, and Life of Luther, 
Martin Luther was the Son of a Farmer, he was born at 
Iſteven, in the County of Maxsfield, in the year one chouſand 
foure hundred and eighty three, on the 10th day of Novem- 
ber : His Father, his Grand: Father, and his Great Grand- 
Fathern(as he faith himſelf) were Farmers; His Father 
abandoning his'Farme upon ſome difcontents, and finding 
fome'Proficable Imploymentsat Manseld, he addreſſed /him- 
ſelf co that place, where he 'was one:of the Miners in the 
Silver Mines 3 In the mean time Luther had his Education 
in the ſame Town where he was born, and being fitted for 
the'Univerſity at Erfurd, he took there the Degrees of Ba- 
chellour, and Mafterof Arts, and in a ſhort procefle of time, 
bhetook upon himthe-Habit and Formality of a-Eriar, at 
which his Father was much diſfpleaſed, But it pleaſed God 
this means to make uſe of him for the over-throwing of 
the Power of. Antichriſt; Luther having found how dire&. 
ly oppoſtte the Supremacy of the Pope was to the DoArine 
of the primitive times, theregrew on.it the-firſt contention, 
which being bandyed up and down with;Animofity, it gave 
Lather 'the occaſion more ftriftly co-examine ſome other 
Corruptionsin the Church of Rowe, which he did with ſo 
much vigour, that Pope Gregory the 13th, underſtanding 
what great Hurt and prejudice. he: received from it,. and 
fearing it might bring-a furcher Contempt: upſon him, he 
did exaſperate:Roda/phis theſecond, at thar time Emperour 
of Rome; to publiſh an Edi& throughont the! Empire, that 
allttreBooks of Mirtiz Lzther ſhould-be turned, and;that it 
ſhould be.Death for anyman to keep them in his Houſe, 
whict!Edi& was not onely ſuddainly put in Execution by 
B 2 himſelf,

{elf intoa Cloyſter ofthe Nuns, but diſliking many abuſes

| red ſherelinquilhed ir. 
| This gave an occakon.to the Monks and Friars to ex- 
1athers col- Claime againſt Lxtber as having broken the Vow of Chaſtity 
{0342. 445. but Lutber had abandoned the Office of a Friar before ; 
| neverthelefſe he-thus far declare. himſelf, That a Preacher 
of the Goſpel being orderly Called th-reunto, ought above all. 
things to purify. bimſelf before be teacheth others, and if he be 
able with a good Conſcience to live unmarried, it is his ſafeſt 
courſe to continue ſo, but in Caſe he cannat abſtain, and lwe 
chaſjtly, he is then to marry, and to take a wife, for God hath 
provided ſuch a Remedy for that Infirmity; 1 could here 
Vide Lith. \nſert Luther's owh Prayer before his-Marriage, and the Rea- 
@U07. 452: ſon why be. took a Wife, which was, as he himſelf ſaid co 
upbraid the Devil, and to confound the filthy incontinent

not onely in Germany but other-Countryes, and'that he had 
reaped the comferr of his Induſtry and his Scudy it pleaſed 
God to viſite- him with fickneſſe, at which time, giving 
thanks unto God who had delivercd him from ſo many De- 
ceits and Aflaults of his Mercileſs Enemies, he compoled:

By Degrees the Turk ſupprefled the Sarazens, who before 
were Conquerours, and Lords of all, in Syria, Afiz, and 
Feruſalem, and in the Land of Promiſe, and hath allo great 
Dominions in Africa and Greerce.; Much about thirty years 
before Luthers time he utterly over-threw the whole Army 
of the Sarazexs, and killed the Soldazx in that Batre). 

The German Princes, ſaid Luther, ought to be well Qual- 
lifed and Armed to incounter with ſo powerfull an Enemy 
asthe Turks.

Faith,when their Bodies are Murdered : The Prophet Daniel

Eminent Perſons preſaged of his Birth, and what a 
Scourge he ſhould prove to the Licentious Diſcipline of 
the Church of Rome.

divers others at Rowe) related a Dream, wh'ch on the 
night before he had Dreamed ; which was, That @ Her- 
mite ſhould ariſe under Pope Leo the tenth, and ſhould be 
bitter Enemy" to the Church of Rome; Whereupon Me- 
landghon (aid, This Hermite is Luther, for the A4nftine Friars 
were called Hermites.

Rome was once a Holy City, but now ſheis the Spouſe of the
